Pierre Jais is the greatest 


bridge player in France and 
one of the greatest in the 
world. Unlike m a n y great 
tournament players he pre- 
fers rubber bridge to dupli- 
cate. 


He p l a y e d today's hand 


some years ago in a rubber 
bridge game. He uses it to 
describe how a man who is 
alert to what is g o i n g on 
around the table can profit by 
it. 


His own story is that when 


West o p e n e d a club East 
shrugged his shoulders a trifle 
as if to say, "What can you 
do with such a partner." 


This didn't affect the early 


play. Jais took his ace of 
clubs and finessed hearts un- 
successfully. East returned a 
heart. Jais took dummy's ace 
and led a heart to his own 
hand to pull East's last trump. 


At this point Jais went back 


to'that shrug by East and :also 
to East's double of six hearts. 
Obviously East wasn't dou- 
bling on his king of trumps. 
He must have been using a 
Llghtner slam double to ask 
for an unusual lead. It might 
have been for a spade but a 
d i a m o n d lead would have 
been even more unusual. Of 
course, East had wanted a 
diamond lead. 


There is a normal safety 


play with this diamond hold- 
ing which is to lead the king 
first. Then if East did show 
out the double finesse would 
be marked. Jais started to 
lead the king, then noted that 
if he did that West could play 
the 10 of diamonds on the 
second lead of the suit and 
Jais w o u l d have to lead 
another trump to get back to 
his own hand. He could run 
diamonds and discard a spade 
but would be left with a los- 
ing club. 


Desperate measures were 


necessary. Jais knew that he

YOUR DENTAL HEALTH 


Time Needed for Nerve 
To Repair Itself Fully 


By WILLIAM LAWRENCE, D.D.S. 


DEAR dR. 
LAWRENCE: 


In June, 1967, my dentist re- 
moved an old tooth that was 
embedded in my lower jaw 
bone. He also did what he de- 
scribed as "curettage of ex- 
t e n s i v e bone area." Since 
then, I've had numbness of 
my chin and lower lip. I was 
told that this sometimes hap- 
pened and that it would be 
only a matter of time for feel- 
ing to come back. But it's 
been seven months and I'm 
worried 
that it will never 


come back. 


ANSWER: Retained roots 


sometimes cause infected or 
cystic areas in surrounding 
bone. When roots lie deep in 
the jaw bone, infection may 
involve j^&^&na.l^that houses 
trie de'ritm"']£w"'iherve1 or the 
nerve itself. In order to re- 
move all infection, the bone is 
scraped and, in so doing, it 
can be damaged. 


This is not uncommon. For- 


tunately, the numbness which 
follows is rarely permanent. 
The length of time needed for 
the nerve to repair itself de- 
pends on severity of the initial 
injury. But even if the nerve 
is completely severed, it usu-

Nino kept him at bay 
with sticking lefts—a weapon he forgot about in their Septem- 
ber rematch—and when they both planted themselves and 
swapped blows, Benvenuti was just as rough as the little 
dandy from the Virgiri Islands. 


Either fight alone could carry the opening.card of the new 


Madison Square Garden sports emporium as a prestige offer- 
ing. Together they constitute a "two-fers" bonanza for the 
$43-million edifice. I didn't say bargain because the first $100 
ringside top in Garden (there've been four of them) history 
isn't exactly cut-rate pricing. 


The twin bill has brought back an aura of excitement to 


boxing that used to start in the training camps in the Catskills 
—like in the Marciano era of the 1950s—and feed on specula- 
tion and debate until a genuine sense of anticipation pervaded 
the arena at fight time. 


Three of the fighters—Frazier, Griffith and Benvenuti—fol- 


lowed the traditional rites of training in the borscht belt, while 
Buster was almost within panting distance at his own private 
camp. The prefight propaganda planted the suspicion that 
Buster didn't really like Joe and Nuio privately disdained 
Emile, and the feelings were reciprocated on all counts.

No man's privilege to 


drive is more important than ano- 
ther man's right to live. 


This situation Is analagous to 


efforts to get unsafe drivers off 
the road. If a motorist has de- 
fects of vision or hearing or re- 
flexes or anything else that make 
him a menace on the highway, he 
ought to be kept put of the dri- 
ver's seat. This is why many 
states require periodic driver ex- 
aminations, and we hope that Ken- 
tucky soon will; join that list.

Romania has sought to steer a
